RECOVERY MOVEMENT 


While the further appreciation of Gilt- 
edged Securities is the most important aspect 
of the recovery movement, it is apparent that 
increasing attention is being given to the 
best Equities, especially those of industrial 
companies. In part, this may be due to the 
fact that over a rather long period an invest- 
ment in this field has given much better 
results than one restricted to “safety first’ 
stocks. If the Equities have been well chosen, 
with due regard to the record of profits over 
a series of years and, of course, the strength 
of the financial position, there has been tittle 
capital depreciation, and a high return has 
been obtained upon the money employed. The 
possible lasting effects of the war must be 
taken into account, of course, but this is 
rather less important now that a system of 
national insurance is to be introduced. 

It can be said also that the necessity which 
many investors are under of getting a bigger 
return on their money than is ordered by 
first class investment securities has been 
accentuated by the increase in the income 
tax in recent years, although admittedly this

U.S. GOLD POLICY 


A possibility connected with last week’s 


elections in America was that if the Re- 


publican candidate had been returned tliere 


might have been a change in the gold. policy 
of the U.S. It was, however, a very remote 
amh, especially as a decision of the 


reasury not to buy gold at, a fixed price 
would almost certainly have been as gdverse 
for America itself as for other conntries, 
because to some extent at least the prosperity 
of the States is dependent upon that of the 


outside world. One reason for expecting a 


continuance of the present gold policy is that 


no satisfactory substitute for gold as a method 


of effecting payment has yet been found. 

In the opinion of certain people there will 
be something like an abandonment of the 
yellow metahat the end of the war, but then, 
perhaps, the need for something which com- 
mands the faith of the business world may be 


more apparent than it is now. America, too, 


may decide to assist the economic reconstruc- 
tion of Europe by making big loans, which 
will be represented by a reflex movement of 
Admittedly 
it is not easy to think that this will be the 
case, especially when one remembers the 
losses suffered by America through a like 
policy after the last war. The fact remains, 
however, that only America will be able to 
provide the funds necessary for reconstruc- 


tion. 


RECORD, STOCKS 


Fresh attention is drawn to this gold 
problem by the news that in a recent five 
weeks period the monthly gold stock of 
America showed a further increase of fully

In the last years 
Europe has seen much of its gold transferred 
to America, at first in payment of debts which 
could not be liquidated by the provision of 
eo and services because. of prohibitively 
igh tariff walls, and afterwards for reasons 
of safety due to the gathering of war clouds. 
But the production of gold proceeds steadily 
in South Africa and other parts of the British 


Empire, especially Canada, and the tendency 


will be for the bulk of this new metal to be 
sent to America, if it is not ear-marked for 
British Government account in the country of 


origin, 


KAFFIRS 


In view of recent references to the specula- 
tive attractions of South African Gold shares, 


it is satisfactory to see a much stron 


er 
market for Kaffirs. The demand is eolaí 
largely due to the desire to obtain as big a 


return upon money as is consistent with 


reasonable safety, and, as far as can be seen, 


the best dividend-payers in this group are 


suitable for the purpose. Despite the rise in 
prices recently current yields are still attrac- 
tively high.

MAN WHO MADE THREE FLIGHTS 
TO GERMANY FOR PEACE. 


SSS ee 


rT HE death occurred on Saturday of Mr. Neville Chamberlain, 
who was Prime Minister in Great Britam until May of this 


year. 


Prime Minister during the most momentous: 
riod of British history, Neville Chamber- 
fain will be long remembered as the man of 
peace, who, by the force of events, had to 
declare war. It was his quiet voice that 
told the nation on that pleasant Sunday 
morning of September, 1939, that once again 
Britain was at war with Germany. In. re- 
strained, deliberate tones he announced that, 
as no undertaking to withdraw their troops 
from Poland h been received from the 
German Government; a state of war existed. 
“You can imagine,” he said, ‘‘ what a 

bitter blow it is to me, that all my lon 

struggle to win peace has failed. Yet 
cannot believe that there is anything more, 
or anything different, that I could have done, 
and that would have been more successful. 
. . We have a clear conscience. It is 


appointed him to be the first Director-General 
oF the National Service Board, created during 
the Great War of 1914-18. This meant his 
removal to London. A function of the Board 
was to organise tue man-power of the nation. 
He had little Cabinet backing, and Mr. 
Lloyd George said later that ' It was not 
one of my successful appointments.” 


IN PARLIAMENT 


After entering Parliament in the General 
Election of 1918, being returned with a 7,000 
majority for the Ladywood Division of Bir- 
eo Mr. Chamberlain changed, in 1929, 
to the Edgbaston Division. For nearly four 
years he remained a back bencher, supporting 
the Unionist wing of the post-war Coalition.

GROWING DIFFICULTY 


| When, in 1937, Mr. Chamberlain took over 
the Premiership—a position which neither his 
father nor his half-brother, Austen, the ‘‘ elder 
statesman,’’ had reached—the European situa- 
tion was becoming more and more difficult. 
The civil war in Spain was causing inter. 
national tension, and British relations with 
Italy were particularly delicate. Mr. Chamber- 
lain set himself to mmprove those relations, 
exchanging friendly letters with Mussolini 
and visiting Rome. His anxieties were further | j333eeeee gee 
increased by the outbreak of hostilities; jai ce 
between Japan and China. i SS or NN bs 
The year 1938 was by far the most anxious Cee oe 
in Mr. Chamberlain’s life. It was a year of 
pacts and crises. The pacts consisted of the 
agreements with Italy and Eire; the crises 
ranged from comparatively minor matters, 
such as the Sandys affair, to events of world 
importance—Spain, Austria, and China—cul- 
minating in the Sudeten German problem. 


RESIGNATION OF MR. EDEN 


Then came the “grave developments that 
followed the Japanese invasion of China, the 
Cabinet crisis regarding the Government’s 
foreign policy, and the resignation of Mr. 
Anthony Eden from the Foreign Secretary- 
ship. Mr. Eden held that the time was not 
appropriate for the starting of Anglo-Italian 
conversations, and his withdrawal caused a 
political storm of the first magnitude, with 
world-wide repercussions, but Mr. Chamber- 
lain and his Government weathered it. 
Lord Halifax filled Mr. Eden’s_ place. 
With Lord. Halifax at the Foreign Office, 
the Anglo-Italian negotiations proceeded in 
Rome, and this led to an exchange of tele- 
grams, phrased with great cordiality, 
between Mr. Chamberlain and Signor Musso- 
lim. 

In the meantime. a new crisis, bigger than 
any thus far, had arisen and passed. ‘This 
was the German occupation of Austria in 
Marci. A week after the Austrian coup Mr. 
Chamberlain made his famous declaration de- 
fining British policy on the Czecho-Slovakian 
question. 

In March the Italian concord was reached 
and the Anglo-Jrish pact signed. 


VISITS TO HERR HITLER 


About the middle of 1938 began the’ events 
which were to culminate in Munich. Mr. 
Chamberlain addressed himself to the task 
of appeasement, and on September 15, 1938, 
hastened to Herr Hitler’s mountain home 
at Berchtesgaden. Mr. Chamberlain’s view 
always was that his visit alone prevented 
an invasion for which everything was ready. 
On September 22 he flew on his second 
mission, this time to Godesberg, but his 
peace plan was rebuffed. It was a deeply 
apprehensive Prime Minister who spoke to 
an ‘anxious and waiting world shortly after 
his return from Godesberg. 


MUNICH 


There followed the moving incident in the 
House of Commons when, with jubilant 
voice, he announced the news of Mussolini’s 
intervention and of the meeting arranged at 
Munich. And so to his third flight for 
peace, quoting: ‘‘ Out of' this nettle, danger, 
we pluck this flower, safety.” 

e returned triumphant from Munich with 
the document in which Germany and Britain 
renounced war between the two countries for 
ever, ' This is the second time in our history 
that there has come back from Germany to 
Downing street peace with honour. I believe 
it is peace in our time,’’ he said. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s policy of appeasement 
received strong Ministerial support, but his 
hopes for a better Anglo-German anderstand- 
ing were doomed to disappointment. 


WAR

General entered the Cabinet as Minister of 
Health—work which appealed to him in- 
tenseiy. 

In August, 1923, less than five years after 
he had entered Parliament, he became Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer in the Baldwin 
Cabinet, but he never had an opportunity 
to prepare a eh Het for, at the General 
Election in the late autumn, a Labour 
Government came into power. 

When Lord (then Mr.) Baldwin again took 
office, he asked Mr. Chamberlain to resume 
the post of Chancellor, but he preferred to 
go to the Ministry of Health, and during 
the next four years it became xnown as the 
‘Ministry of Efficiency.’’ 


CONVERSION SCHEME 


After Mr. Baldwin’s defeat at the polls in 
May, 1929, Mr. Chamberlain reorganised the 
Conservative Central Office. e became 
Mmister of Health once more on the forma- 
tion of the first National Government in 
August, 1951, but a few. months later again 
became Chancellor of the’ Exchequer, and 
retained his office after the general election 
of 1935. The most spectacular undertaking 
during his term of office fas the great con- 
version scheme, turning the whole of the 
£2,000,000,000 Five per Cent. War Loan into 
Three-and-a-half per Cent. stock in 1932. The 
boldness of the scheme evoked admiration ahd 
wonder m financial circles abroad. It. 
demonstrated the fundamental strength of 
Britain’s financial position, and its immediate 
success, coming at a time when hopes of 
reparation settlement at Lucerne were still 
uncertain, helped to secure agreement there. 

Mr. Chamberlain was one of the British 
representatives, and took a big share in the 
settlement. War debts and reparations were 
tremendous issues, with which Mr. Chamber- 
lain had to deal during his Chancellorship, 
and they largely influenced his policy. 


MODERATE PROTECTION 


In 1932 also he took part in a historic 
occasion in the House, when he moved a 
series of resolutions in the Committee of Ways 
and Means, before the necessary legislation 
could be mtroduced, changing the country’s 
tariff policy by authorising the levy of a flat 
rate tariff of ten per cent. He described the 
proposals as “a system of moderate pro- 
tection,” and expressed jubilation that he 
was the interpreter of his father’s 
gallantly-fought policy. The Import Duties 
eg received the Roval assent on February

There is no doubt that the part played 
by Mr. Chamberlain in effecting this reform, 
so dear to the heart of his father, brought 
him the most pleasant memories of his poli- 
tival career, memories which probably 
obliterated many of the bitter digappoint- 
ments of the Premiership, to which he was 
called from the Treasury when Mr. Baldwin,

HIS RESIGNATION 


On October 3 it was officially announced 
that Mr. Chamberlain, for reasons of health, 
had resigned from the office of Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council. In a letter to Mr. 
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MR. NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN 


Then followed speedily the German march 
into Prague, the Anglo-French pact with 
Poland, the mvasion of Poland, and—war. 


After the war began Mr. Chamberlain’s 
position was made difficult by the refusal of 
the Opposition to enter the Government. He 


also became the subject of particularly hostile 
criticism in the House, which became increas- 
ingly severe, until, after the Finnish and 
Norwegian disasters, Belgium and Holland 
were invaded. Some members of the Govern- 
ment combined with the Opposition in con- 
demnation of his conduct of the war. Vigorous 
attacks were made on him by Mr. Herbert 
Morrison and Mr. Lloyd George. The latter 
was” particularly bitter, saying: ‘‘There is 
nothing which would contribute more to 
victory in this war. than that he should 
sacrifice the seals of office.’’ On May 10 he 
resigned, and Mr. Churchill became Pri 
Minister, including Mr. Chamberlain in the 
War Cabinet. Thus closed a Premiership that 
probably will take its place as the most 
eventful in English history. 


EARLY OAREER 


After failing to produce fibre on a tiny 
isolated island, where he was sent because 
his father, the famous ‘‘ Joe’? Chamberlain, 
thought he was not suited for a political 
career, he entered Parliament at the age of 
49, and he rose to be Prime Minister within 
nineteen years, : 

Arthur Neville Chamberlain was born on 
March 18, 1869, at Southbourne, Edgbaston. 
From a preparatory schocl, and Rugby, he 
took a course in science at the Mason 
College, Birmingham. He started his busi- 
ness career in the office of a firm of 
accountants, remaining there about six 
months. Then at the age of twenty-one, he 
went to the Bahamas to manage’ a fibre 
plantation. He lived there for six years on 
a lonely out-island, clearing the forest for 
his house and crops, and building a wharf 
and railway. The venture. proved a disas- 
trous failure, and considerably reduced the 
family’s financial resources. Returning to 
England, he entered business, and it was 
not until he was in the ‘forties that he began 
to interest himself in public affairs, when he 
threw himself whole-heartedly into the muni- 
cipal life of Birmingham. 

1911 he married Miss Annie Vere Vole, 
and in that year also joined Birmingham 
Council, applying himself particularly to 
town-planning and health conditions. -

“TI and all your colleagues have admired 
your unshsken nerve and persevering will. 
The help you have given me since you ceased 
to be my chief tided us through what may

“You did all you could for peace; you 
did_all you could for victory. If you now 
tell me vou must fall out of the line I can- 
not resist your claim, . .

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AN UNESCORTED 
CONVOY ? 
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CENTRAL AFRICA SOLID 
‘ FOR ALLIES 
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By Oun MILITARY CoRRESPONDENT. 


week was the disruption of a convoy 
in mid-Atlantic by a powerful German 
surface-raider. ‘The raider in question seems 
to have been either the Admiral Scheer or 
the Liitzow (formerly Deutschland)—i.e., a 
‘* pocket-battleship,”” sister to the Graf Spee. 
The German official account used the phrase 
‘surface units,” but this form of wording 
would be natural even if only one ship was 
engaged, in order to increase the resulting 
confusion. The Germans also claimed to 
have ‘‘completely destroyed ’’ the convoy in 
uestion. This, again, could simply mean 
that the convoy was broken up and scattered 
haphazard, some of the ships being sunk. 
There is no reason to query the British 
statement that ‘‘a number of ships success- 
fully eluded the raider.’’ 

Much more significant is the fact that this 
“important convoy, half-way between New- 
foundland and Ireland, seems to have been 
unescorted in that eager longitude. The 
British wireless, which followed the original 
report of S.0.S. messages, said ‘‘the convoy 
is still being leisurely attacked.’’ Now, a 
raider does not “ leisurely’ attack a convoy 
if she has to defend herself against the ships 
forming the escort of that convoy. It would 
seem as if this particular convoy had no 
through. escort at all. Probably, it was 
seen clear by a destroyer and seaplane escort 
and was to taken over by a similar force 
at the other end of its voyage. In between, 
the armed merchantmen were expected to 
give one another mutual protection against 
submarines. As far as can be gathered, no 
powerful ship was accompanying the convoy 
when struck—no ship, that is to say, capable 
of catching and kil ing an Admiral Scheer. 
There was not even a hea 
the attack on herself. 


A SERIOUS THREAT 


Now, this convoy route, north-about to the 
Irish Sea, is only 600 miles or so from the 
raiders’ line of departure—possibly on the 
Iceland-Faroes line. This threat by surface- 
ships is altogether a more serious business 
} than anything possible by submarines and 
aircraft together—and, of course, these others 
can scou: for the raider also. In the circum- 
stances it seems quite possible that the 
matter of the Irish ports was only a con- 
venient red herring drawn across the trail 
of this unfortunate convoy. The convoy was 
destroyed on November 5th; the Irish ports 
were mentioned in papers of two days 
later. It is superfluous to point out that 
this raider, at least, could not have been 
countered from any port in Ireland. 

Another incident in the sea warfare was 
the sinking by mines of a British and an 
American ship in Bass Strait, between Tas- 
mania and the Australian mainland. This 
minefield is, presumably, the handiwork of 
the raider some time ago reported in New 
Zealand waters. Just where she is her 
activities have only a relatively minor value— 
though it all counts up. She can, at all 
events, contain Australian ships that might 
otherwise have been available for service in 
the Indian Ocean or in the East Indies—a 
region where there have been signs and 
tokens of a possible extension of hostilities. 

First of all there was the Berlin report— 
denied by Japan—that Japanese troops were 
being withdrawn from the interior of China 
to move against the Dutch East Indies, If 
this is really true it is an admission of 
defeat in China— whatever happens in 
Borneo. Then there is the managing of 
Russia by Germany and Japan, with a view 
to at least keeping that great enigma as 
enigmatic as possible. ‘Finally, there is the 
suggestion of the U.S.A. taking over Singa- 
pore, similarly to the bases in the Caribbean, 


U.S. INTENTIONS 


Prior to that, we know that the 24,000- 
ton liner Washington left the naval pet of 
San Pedro, Cal., with upwards of 2,000 
coast artillery, airmen and _ constructional 
workmen for distribution over the Pacific 
bases—Hawaii, Midway, Wake and the 
Philippines. Guam had been catered for 
some time before. But none of these 
American bases would be of any service for 
fleet operations in the Western Pacific. An 
American fleet of full size could only operate 
from Singapore in these waters—using Hong 
Kong as a subsidiary position for ships short 
of the heaviest class. 

In such an eventuality the British would, 
presumably, continue to provide the land 
garrison and air defences. These were 
materially reinforced last summer, twelve 
months after a joint conference with the 
French military and naval authorities in Indo- 
China. One British and five Indian battalions 
formed the purely infantry addition on that 
occasion. 

Mention of Indo-China directs our attention 
to the recent information that General de 
Gaulle’s supporters have now eradicated all 
Vichy adherents in Central Africa except for 
Libreville and Port Gentil, where they are 
isolated. In view of the fact that a French 
submarine has been engaged with British 
naval forces, it is understandable that the 
latter will give all necessary assistance for 
capturing the ports in question. It will be 
recalled also that General de Gaulle recently 
broadcast from the Belgian Congo—so that 
all this great equatorial region may be re- 
garded as one solid block of territory sup- 
porting the Allied countries. i = 

As for the two campaigns on either side 
of the Eastern Mediterranean there is no 
material change.

LECTURE ON PHOTOGRAPHY

Hopes Deferred 


Twenty-two years ago to-day the first 
world war came to an end. For more than 
four years mankind had given itself over 
to an orgy of bloodshed, and the flower 
of a generation had been withered. 
Germany, the greatest military Power of 
all time, had been defeated to an extent 
hitherto unknown in history. One by one 
her allies—Bulgaria, Turkey, Austria and 


| Hungary—had been forced to their knees, 
| until finally the Germans, left to face the 


mighty combination of the Allied and 
associated Powers alone, collapsed under 
the strain of external attack and domestic 
revolution. France and Great Britain 
bestrode the world. After years of bitter 
conflict the British had become supreme 
in the air, as they already were on the 
sea; and when the Central Powers laid 
down their arms the Franco-British 
alliance held the destinies of the human 
race at its disposal. Fighting men of all 
nations threw down their arms with feel- 
ings of hopeful joy. They had been 
struggling for four awful years in an 
effort to banish war from the world, and 
when the voice of Woodrow Wilson rang 
across the Atlantic Ocean, preaching the 
doctrine of the League of Nations, it was 
hailed as the voice of a prophet who had 
been sent to bring new hope to men. The 
unhappy precedent of the Holy Alliance 
was forgotten—or ignored. The men who 
had fought swore that civilisation never 
again would be afflictel by the armed clash 


of nation against nation, and that they 
‘would build for their sons a brave new 


world, in which peoples would live in 
friendship and brotherhood, forgetting 
past feuds, and working toge*her for the 
common good. Few of the statesmen who 
foregathered at Versailles are alive to-day ; 
but which of the survivors, or of those 
who followed them for the next twenty 
years, would not say to-day, as they recall 
their wasted opportunities: ‘0 mihi 
pratteritos referat si Jupiter annos’*? 
After all those years of wasted effort the 
world is at war again. Wilson’s League 


| is as dead as Alexander’s Holy Alliance, 


and the sons of the men who spent their 
youth in the slaughter of twenty-five years 
ago hays been summoned in their turn to 
fling their bright young lives upon the 


hazard. 
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‘whole sad history of those post-war years. | I 
old order of things—for the quiet life of} in 
longing for things as they were ; above all, 
for the maintenance of peace in the world. 
Historians will differ regarding the part 
that he played during the fateful period 
when he was Prime Minister of England. 
He belonged to a generation that could 
not understand the dynamic force which 
the totalitarian idea had brought into the 
world. He was too old to keep pace with 
the eager minds of the men with whom he 
had to deal when fate-thrust him into the 
centre of- the European stage; but no 
honest man will deny that ‘ Neville 
Chamberlain, according to his lights, acted 
in the best interests not only of his country, 
but also of mankind, and that, but for his 
decision at Munich, the world would have 
been at war twelve months earlier. History 
cannot be re-written. Chamberlain is dead, 
and the ‘ideals for which he strove have 
been obliterated in the clash of arms. To- 
day Great Britain faces her enemies alone. 
When the war began she had France and 
Poland as her allies. Italy, as in 1914, 
was neutral, and the integrity of Holland 
and Belgium was a bulwark of strength 
to the British cause. Within an almost 
incredibly short space of time Germany 
smashed her way through all the obstacles 
that lay between her and Great Britain— 
except the narrow waters of the English | 
Channel. Poland was wiped off the map 
in a few weeks. Holland and Belgium 
were over-run with almost contemptuous 
ease, and France’s proud army was 
smashed like an egg-shell by Germany’s 
Panzerdivisionen. Now, with the sole 
exception of Greece, the British have no 
allies. Italy has entered the war on Ger- 
many’s side, and her strength in the 
Mediterranean is a source of grave em- 
barrassment to the British Empire. Since 
last June Great Britain has been fighting 
the totalitarian Powers single-handed. She 
has the moral, and to some extent the 
material, assistance of the United States ; 
but after more than fourteen months of 
war, in her Prime Minister’s phrase, she 
has nothing to show but survival and a 
growing strength. 

No man can tell how long this war will 
last. Germany is enormously powerful, 
and Italy’s adherence to her cause has 
given her an incalculable advantage. Great 
Britain, whose statesmen had followed the 
will-o’-the-wisp of disarmament and collec- 
tive security for so long, started the 
struggle in a woeful condition of unreadi- 
ness. On the other hand, with the help of 


ated 


wspapers at the present 
time, even though to the man-in-the-street, 
and in the middle of a war, it máy seem. 
somewhat premature. Quite apart from its 
important practical aspect, it proves the 
revival of that -waning English faculty 
for looking ahead. Now, indeed, if ever, 
is the period when a re-planning of 
Iiondon should be . engaging the ‘earnest 
professional mind. One writer recalls that 
Nero, who in some things was a very wise 
man, had ali the plans for his new Rome— 
the Rome of his imagination—drawn up 
and ready to the last blue print (or its 
-equivalent) before he set fire to the old 
one. The British Government, as it so 
happens, unwittingly took a similar step. 
Just before the outbreak of war a com: 
mittee of distinguished. consultants sub- 
mitted designs for a genera] re-planning 
of certain congested “areas in the capital, 
and those plans, with. some ‘amendment 
here and there; doubtlessare as suitable to 
the job to-day as they were cighteen 
months ago. ‘The new London, if: ever. 
it comes to be built, will be a very different 
place from the old city which so many of 
us know. England’s capita] must be the 
only city of its kind in Europe which was 
not built on deliberate lines—like Topsy 
in “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” it ““just 
growed ”; and frequently its growth ‘was 
not very sightly or of as convenient a 
shape as it might have been. The new city 
is likely to have more green spaces: and 
less congestion, easier and better 
approaches, wider streets, better housing 
conditions for the poor, and fewer back-to- 
back houses, which are the British “ ingus- 
trial aga ’’ equivalent of our Dublin slums. 
For all these advantages, however, there 
aro many thousands of people in the 
world—and most Londoners are among 
them—who, for all its faults, will regret 
deeply the passing of the old city. A 
fifteenth century poet called it ‘‘the floure 
of cities all ”; and most Londoners, no 
matter what their plight, would agree that 
never a truer word was spoken ! 


Continental Contact 


Nearly every day the advertising columns 
of this paper contain a number of announce- 
ments by persons seeking, or offering, 
instruction in French, German and other 
foreign languages. In many ways the 
people of Ireland have an insular outlook, 
but in the metropolitan area and in many 
of the counties they show an interest in 
continental affairs, in foreign languages 
and foreign travel which is, possibly, 
rather more intelligent and widespread 


American supplies of war material, her 
strength, actual and potential, is growing 
daily, and there is small doubt that her 
best chances of ultimate victory lie in a 
long war. It is an appalling prospect. 
Up to the present the loss of human life 
has been small. Germany’s casualties in 
Poland and in France hardly were as 
great as those of a single week’s fighting 
on the Somme in 1916. France_ lost 
remarkably few men, and, although the 
British made heavy sacrifices before and 
during the evacuation from Dunkirk, their 
armed forces are immeastrably stronger 
to-day than they were fourteen months 
ago. In this war, however, the heat and 
burden of the day no longer is being borne 
by the men in uniform. The development 
of: aerial warfare has changed everything. 
Every city, town and village, in Europe 
now is in the front line; and there are no 
non-combatants. The infant in arms is 
in as much danger as the seasoned 
campaigner. In Germany, as in England, 
the horrors of war have been brought to 
the firesides of the wealthiest, as well as 
of the humblest, homes; for the bombing 
aeroplane is no respecter of persons, and 
class distinctions are disappearing every- 
where beneath the wreckage of Europe's 
homes. To speak of ‘“‘victory”’ in such 
circumstances would seem to be a mockery. 
Great Britain alone is spending more than 
ten million pounds a day, and the cost 
to the world must be stupendous. It is a 
loss not only of life and treasure, but of 
moral strength, which cannot be replaced. 
Secular standards are disappearing. 
Christian ideals are being submerged in 
the barbaric tide of human frenzy; and 
those who remember the surging hopes of

Whatever may be the position in years to 
come, there is not yet much real oppor- 
tunity for town-planning; for official 
reports state that in not one of the 
hundred-acre units of. the whole. city has 
destruction been greater than ten percent. 
Therefore, anything: even resembling a 
complete re-planning still is out of the 
question. The view of the correspondents,

foreign affairs that is displayed here. The 
considerable barrier between Britain and 
the Continent constituted by the sea has 
been responsible, no doubt, for the attitude 
to languages other than their own, that 
has been a mark of the English people; 
but the people in Ireland are separated 
from the Continent by two seas, so that 
they should be even more taken up with 
their own affairs. Whatever the reason for 
the dissimilar characteristics of the 
British and Irish peoples in this matter, 
it does not seem to be a goegraphical one. 
If the positions of the two islands were 
transposed, however, it is probable that 
Ireland’s interest in the Continent would 
be even more notable. How often has the 


Irish ‘traveller envied the Londoner his 


proximity to the Channel ports, and, with 
a night’s jeurneying already behind him, 
wondered that more English men and 
women were not rushing into the trains 
for Dover, Folkestone and Newhaven! To- 
day there is less envy. The Irishman 
continues to polish up his French, German 
and Italian—but he is content to do it at 
a distance.

_ NEVILLE 
CHAMBERLAIN 
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In a leading article to-day TÁe 7J'imes re- 
marks :—Death has robbed Neville Chamber- 
lain of the reward and relief of those years 
of leisure which all had wished for him after 
a long-borne weight of responsibilities such 
as one pair of shoulders have seldom carried 
before. It is little more than a month since 
he retired from office and from the leader- 
ship of his party and passed from political 
life. To-day a bitter controversy, the 
bitterest that has raged in British politics for 
thirty years, has ended for ever. The rights 
and wrongs of the foreign policy which his 
name will always recall will say be debated 
by his contemporaries and in histories yet 
to be written. But the debates will be free 
from all the extraordinary personal acerbity 
and reckless overstatement which, not in this 
country alone, marred and confused <liscus- 
sions on the British part in foreign affairs 
in the last year before the war. It is a pretty 
safe prediction that, with the fuller dis- 
closure of the truth which. time will 
bring, the stature of Neville Chamberlain 
will increase rather than diminish. . Even 
the least forgiving of his opponents must be 
constrained now to measure afresh the propor- 
tions of a statesman whose whole Jife and 
outlook. so far from being ridden by cynical 
realism, was governed by an exacting sense 
of public duty and by a zealous intolerance 
of social evil as an affront equally to sound 
administration and to eanscience. Both were 
part of the lawful inheritance of his father’s 
son. 

After a tribute to Mr. Chamber'ain’s 
character, Zhe Times adds: In September, 
1938, all the world was willing for a time 
to applaud the energy with which one man 
spent himself in his single-handed, gallant- 
hearted endeavour to heave the Continent 
back upon the track of agreement, safety and 
progress. Later Mr. Chamberlain was the 
first to acknowledge the destruction of his 
policy. Had it failed? Not by any fault 
of Mr. Chamberlain. 

To him more than to any other man we owe 
it that a united people and Empire mean to 
fight on at all costs and hazard for any period 
that may be necessary to bring Hitler to 
defeat and Hitlerism to destruction. The 
essential truth of these words can now be 
clearly seen, and must never for one instant 
be forgotten in the future. The aim to 
— for concessions and safeguard mis- 
called appeasement, and the policy of 
encircling, ostracising and destroying Nazism 
and Fascism, too hopefully entitled collective 
nears both required a degree of military 
power behind them which Britain had wholly 
neglected to procure. As a leader of the 
nation in war-time, Mr. Chamberlain found 
himself -encumbered by a legacy of suspicion 
and animosity from many months of conten- 
tion. Though his simple statements of 
‘national purpose were universally approved, 
he lacked the means of forming the all-inclu- 
sive Government which alone could have 
carried through the revolutionary measures 
necessary for-the full prosecution of the war. 
There have been leaders of the nation broader 
in vision, swifter and more supple in execu- 
tion, with greater faculties for shaping and 
warming popular feeling, but none has left a 
finer pattern of high fortitude and devoted 
service to the State. We now know that what 
he attempted no man could have achieved.

‘T= death of Mr. Neville Chamberlain 

marks the passing of a generation of 
statesmen of which there are few left. He 
had served: for many years in municipal 
affairs and in the House of Commons 
before he became Premier, and during the 
whole of his period at Downing street 
there were few tranquil moments. The 
shadow of international disturbances were 
hanging over Europe for the whole of his 
term of office. His name always will be 
associated with what became known as the 
Munich policy. On the one hand, he was 
blamed for meeting Hitler and signing a 
Fa pact that many people believed to 
ve impossible of achievement, while, on 
there are many who 
warmly supported his efforts for peace, 
even though they did not succeed. There 
was controversy at the time, and there 
may be more in the future as to the 
wisdom of his policy, but on no hand will 
there ever be any doubt as to the sincerity 
with which he was actuated. 


Mr. Churchill 's Speech 


For the second time in the course of one 
week Mr. Churchill reviewed the war 
situation, when he .replied for His 
Majesty’s Ministers at the Lord Mayor's 
luncheon at the Mansion House, 
took the place of the more stately and 
formal Guildhall banquet of former years. 
I was struck by the confident tone of the 
Prime Minister yesterday; for, whereas 
on Tuesday in the House of Commons he 
had stressed the difficulties under which 
British operations were being carried out, 
as an instance of which he cited the tack 
of bases in Eire, he struck a note of calm 
confidence yesterday. There is no doubt 
that Mr. Churchill intended the two 
speeches to be considered together, the first 
to explain the magnitude oí the task before 
the country and the second to express his 
firm conviction that all obstacles will be 
surmounted. His references to the" assist- 
ance to be provided for Greece will be 
welcomed, as they were more emphatic than 
on. Tuesday, and his warning io Italy was 
phrased in definite terms. - His references 
to the United States were loudly cheered, 
particularly when he said: ‘‘ Thesympathy 
for our cause warms our hearts and 
strengthens our resolve.” He left no room 
for misunderstanding that there is still 
an arduous road to be traversed, but he 
was equally confident of the ability of 
Britain to carry on to victory.

Paper Money Increase 


Should the British Government decide 
to place in circulation the bank notes of 
small denominations which have been pre- 
pared for use as and when required, it will 
not be the only country to increase the 
amount of its paper money, since virtually 
every country in the world has done so. 
Statistics show that more than fifty 
countries have increased their paper 
currency, and the increase in this country 
so far is distinctly moderate, the total of 
£600,000,000 being about £1,000,000 higher 
than at the beginning of 1939. In the 
same period there has been a far greater 
increase in Germany, where Reichsmarks 
have increased from 8,000 millions to more 
than 13,000 millions. In Japan yen notes 
have increased from 2,700 millions to 3,500 
millions, while in the United States dollar 
notes have grown from 6,800 millions to 
over 8,000 millions. 
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IRISHMAN’S DIARY 
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Tangier Lane 


I have made several references recently 
to the origin of Dublin street names, and 
a friend with whom I was chatting on the 
subject the other day has uad me 
since with some rather interesting infor- 
mation about Tangier lane, off Grafton 
street (at the back of the Gaiety Theatre). 

The name, it seems, was given at the 
time of the Restoration when Charles II.’s 
bride, Catherine of Braganza, brought to 
him, as part of her dowry, the seaport 
of Tangier. Charles made it a free port 
and gave it many privileges, and it was 
decided that the maintenance of the fortress 
there should be a charge on the Irish 
Revenue. i 

The cost of the establishment seems to 
have worked out at about £42,300 a year, 
and it was specially ordered that all 
necessaries for the soldiers in the garrison, 
such as coats, shirts, shoes, stockings, boots 
and belts, should be bought in Ireland at 


‘“as easy rates as may be.” The Lord 


‘Lieutenant, or other chief governor, was 


directed “‘to appoint some fit persons to 
supervise the buying of the said clothes 
and necessaries for the soldiers, so as the 
same may effectually be furnished good in 
kind and at the cheapest rates.’ 


Too Many Papists 


In 1680, however, the English House of 
Commons sent an address to the King 
complaining that ‘‘Tangier has been 
several times under Popish governors, 
that the supplies sent thither have been 
in great part made up of Popish officers 
and soldiers, and that the Irish Papists 
have been the most countenanced and en- 
couraged.’’

these words a possibility that it might he 
asked to take over responsibility, but, at 
any rate, it declared at once that it was 
unable to bear any such additional 
burden. The Irish, at the same time, 
who were just about fed up with the 
expense of Tangier and with having had 
it foisted on them, thereupon proceeded— 
in no uncertain terms at that—to express 
their feelings on Tangier and on the whole 
business and the fortress, being nobody’s 
darling, apparently, was demolished by 
the King’s order in 1683.

Grafton street itse)f, of course, as well 
as Duke iane and Duke street, are still 
other links with the Restoration period, 
having beer called after Henry Fitzroy, 
firs; Duke of Grafton, who was the 
Duchess of Cleveland’s illegitimate son 
by Charles IT. 


Gaking Silk 


When we speak of anyone “ taking 
silk,” we usually mean that he has been 
called to the Inner Bar. Now, however, 
the phrase has taken on a new signifi- 
cance, Í am told—at least among air pilots. 
‘Taking silk ' is their latest way of 
referring to a parachute descent—‘“‘ baling 
out’’ was the old phrase. 

During the present war we have learned 


of parachutes being put to new uses—for 
landing troops, for example—and it is 
rather hard to appreciate that the para- 
chute was not used to any extent durin: 
the last war. Very few pilots ever wore 
parachutes in the 1914-1918 conflict, and 
it was not until several years later that 
they were officially introduced into air 
forces. Now, in most of the world’s air 
forces, every member of an aircraft crew 
must wear his parachute. The wisdom of 
this precaution already has been seen by 
the large number of men whose lives have 
been saved within the past year by

Ranching 


Mr. Arthur Mullan has been telling me 
something of his ranching days in Canada, 
and ranching, I take it from him, is a 
great life—if you can take it! But you 
have to be tough sometimes. 

Mr. Mullan, I may say, was the first 
man to export Canadian cattle to Scot- 
land, and the first to bring out a team of 
Irish horses to race m Canada. He got 
all kinds of sport out there in Alberta— 
and all kinds of racing, including trotting 
on ice. For near neighbours he has two 
tribes of Indians—ths Blackfoots and the 
Crees—and very good neighbours they are, 
apparently. 

Talking about furs, and the ubiquitous 
silver fox, which costs so much over here, 
Mr. Mullan declares that he knows the 
trappers never get more than £3 for the 
pelt in Canada! He breeds mink himself. 

Some day soon, he tells me, he is going 
to sit down and stay sitting until he has 
written a book about his adventures. 
There are no cattle rustlers or Indians on 
the warpath any longer, but there is still 
plenty of adventure out in the old Wild 
West. 


A Bull on the Shilling

incident (not really unusual, as I know!) 
which occurred in Bournemouth a few 
years back. She and her husband, on 
holiday there, used to fiad the cliff elevator 
a most useful installation, and used 1!

REEK military circles are jubilant 
over the results of the first two 
weeks’ fighting against Italy. It was 
authoritatively reported in Athens 
to-day that not only are the Greeks 
holding the Italian drive down the 
coast, where the main thrust of the 
invaders has been made, but that on 
the rest of the front the: Greeks are 
on the offensive and are pushing the 
Italians back at several points. 
Another message says that an 
Italian division has been annihilated 


in the Pindus sector. 

It is reported that. the Greeks have cap- 
tured an Italian General and hundreds of 
his troops. Capitulation of the remainder of 
an entire division was awaited hourly, re- 
ports said. 

Greek officials vigorously denied the Italian 
claim to have reached the River Acheron—the 
River Styx of Greek mythology. These de- 
nials were supported by neutra Military 
Attuchés, who said that the Italians were 
halted by the main Greek line of defence at 
the River Kalamas. 

Great interest is attached in Athens, says 
a P.A. War Special, to an Italian statement 
on operations on the Kalamas River. A re- 
ference to Italian fortifications on this river 
is regarded here as implying that they are 
preparing to dig in defensively for the 
winter. 


THE BRINDISI RAID 


Another R.A.F. raid on Brindisi, in which 
incendiaries started a fire that was visible 
forty miles away, is recorded in yesterday's 
R.A.F. communiqué issued in Cairo. It 
states: ‘Long-range bombing aircraft of 
the R.A.F, again attacked Brindisi (Southern 
Italy) on the night of November 7-8 (Thurs- 
day night). The harbour, quays, shippin 
and railway terminus were bombed with 
success, umerous explosions occurred 
shortly after the bombs had burst and incen- 
diaries started a fire which was visible over 
forty miles away. Considerable anti-aircraft 
fire was encountered, but the attack was 
pressed home and all our aircraft returned 
safely. Various reconnaissance flights were 


carried out over the Ionian and Agean Seas.”’ 


VALONA RAIDED 


In Athens it is stated that during two 
attacks considerable damage has been inflicted 
on aircraft and personnel af. Valona, Albania’s 
most important aerodrome. One R.A.F. 
bomber scored a direct hit on the stern of a 


ship in Valona Harbour, and there were seve- 
ral near misses on other shipping. Later a 
fire was seen to break out in the harbour. 
Two Italian fighters were shot down. 

In eleven days’ warfare Greek pilots and 
A.A. batteries have shot down 11 Italian air- 
craft. 


ITALIAN DIVISION 
ANNIHILATED

‘ATHENS, Monday. 


It was authoritatively stated late last 
night that the annihilation of the Italian 
division, trapped in the Mount Pindus area, 
had been completed. With the exception of 
some sections which had escaped, the re 
mainder of the division had been killed or 
captured, 

Following up this the Greeks scored another 
brilliant success in the River Kalamas 
sector, where an Italian attack was crushed 
and two battalions exterminated. 

An Italian raid on the Canea section of 
Crete was driven off, and one ‘plane was 
shot down in flames. | 

Destruction of the trapped division was 
confirmed in a Greek communiqué early to- 
day. It stated that the division was one of 
the crack divisions, supported hy cavalry, 
bersaglieri and formations of Fascist militia. 

The Italian High Command announced in 
Rome yesterday (according to a Berlin 
message) that General Soddu on Saturday 
took over the supreme command of troops 
operating on the Greek frontier. Since last 
June General Soddu has been Chief of Staff 
under Marshal Graziani. 

Yesterday’s Italian communiqué said :— 
“ In Epirus Italian cavalry contingents have 
carried out some brilliant reconnaissance 
actions as far as the River Vuvos. They put 
an enemy gun out of commission and cap- 
tured some weapons. In the Central Mediter- 
ranean Italian bomber formations have 
attacked British naval forces, obtaining some 
direct. hits with large-size bombs on a battle- 
ship and on an aircraft carrier. The Italian 
bombers also engaged enemy ‘planes, shooting 
down two in flames, while a third was also 
probably shot down. 
tion, made up of fighter ‘planes, has shot 
down a British Blenheim bomber.” 

The communiqué adds :—‘‘An enemy air 
raid on the region of Cremona, in Northern 
Italy, was completely without effect. At dawn 
this morning enemy ’planes tried to fly over 
Naples. Faced with a strong A.A. barrage, 
they were unable to drop any bombs on the 
city, but bombs fell between Naples and 
Pompeii. One incendiary bomb fell near Torre 
Emmunciata. No victims or damage are 
reported. During an enemy air raid on the 
island of Sardinia yesterday morning at dawn 
bombs were dropped in the sector of Cardonia 
without causing either victims or damage. '

died on Saturday evening at 
his country home, Heckfield House, 
near . Odiham, Hampshire, at the 
age of seventy-one years. On Friday 
night his wife announced that he 
was gravely ill. On Saturday his 
condition was stated to be un- 
changed. 
The King and Queen visited Mr. and Mrs. 
Chamberlain recently, staying about an hour. 
The ex-Premier’s illness started in August, 


when he was Lord Privy Seal. He underwent 
what was described in a bulletin as “' 


a 
successful operation for the relief of intestinal 
symptoms of an obstructive nature.” 

Heckfield House, a rambling two-storeyed 
building resembling a quaint old farmhouse, 
stands behind tall larches in the heart of the 
Hampshire countryside which Mr, Chamber- 
lain had always loved so well.

Under the pressure of superior forces the 
Italian garrison at Gallabat, after strenuous 
resistance, had to fall back on Metemma. A 
counter-attack launched the next day did not 
succeed, because it was carried out with in- 
sufficient forces. Yesterday another Italian 
counter-attack, conducted with the help of 
reinforcements, managed to disperse com- 
pletely all enemy resistance. Gallabat is now 
again in Italian hands. 

“In the Gallabat action Italian aviation 
took a large part, machine-gunning and 
dropping shrapnel bombs on the enemy, and 
setting fire to three British tanks."’

How and when these men will meet, and what 
they will discuss, was not divulged in the 
bare official statement which announced that 
M. Molotoff had been invited to Berlin. 


TO MEET TO-MORROW 


Though ‘‘shortly” and “within a few days’® 
were the phrases used by the official state- 
ment, the Associated Press stated that M. 
Molotoff will arrive in Berlin by train en 
Tuesday. Every country with borders irinz- 
ing the frontiers of Germany, Italy and the 
Soviet Union felt to-night that they would 
form the subject of the discussions. 

In the lJ3ulgarian capital, Sofia, the 
announcement -kindled rumours that the meet- 
ing might be the occasion for final discussions 
before the Axis and Russia reached an agree- 
ment on the division of their spheres of in- 
terest in Turkey and the Near East. Diplo- 
matic sources friendly towards the Soviet 
Union suggested that the meeting might 
strengthen the friendship of the Totalitarian 
Powers without making any military alliance. 


GERMAN TROOPS MOVE 

In Budapest, Mr. O'Malley, the British 
Minister, informed Count Czaky, the 
Hungarian Foreign Minister that he vould 
not condone the continued passage of German 
troops through Hungary.

In a recent German air-raid on London 
bombs were dropped on some of the West 
End's most famous clubs, including the 
Reform and the Carltor. About 40 Conserva- 
tive M.P.s, who were in the Carlton Club 
when it was struck, had narrow escapes. 

Mr. Ramsbotham, President of the Board of 
Education, was there, and Captain Margesson, 
Chief Conservative Whip. Mr. J. 8. C. Reid, 
K.C., Solicitor-General for Scotland, was at 
dinner, and others in the club included Lord 
Hailsham, his M.P. son, Mr. Quintin Hogg, 
and Mr, Charles Williams, member for 
Torquay.

Next morning he remembered 
with horror that a cheque for £31,700, which 
the Mayor of Sunderland had collected for 
Spitfires, was in the club under the débris. 
He at once returned to the club, and found 
the cheque under the wreckage. 

The bomb, which had made a direct hit, 
shattered the glass domes over the main 
hall stairway and dining-room. Two motor 
cars standing outside the club were wrecked, 
and it is believed that a pedestrian was killed,

The ‘‘Souls of the Righteous” 
was beautifully rendered as an anthem by the 
choir at the Morning Service, and in the 
afternoon the Dean. (the Very Rev. Lewis 
Crosby) gave an address on “ The challenge 
of those who offered themselves in the Great 
War to a self-centred world.” The anthem 
was “If We Believe that Jesus Died.” The 
collections were devoted to Earl Haig’s Fund 
and the Milner Fund for Blind Soldiers end 
Sailors. 

Preaching at the Morning Service the Rev. 
Canon Chamberlain, B.D., said that as they 
were gathered together there on that Remem- 
brance Sunday there was one thing upper- 
most in all their minds—the desire to do 
honour in God’s presence to the memory of 
the brave men and women who gave their 
lives as sacrifice at the call of their country 
in the Great War. If they bl over the 
story of their own life and asked themselves 
what had been the highest influence over 
themselves they would find that it had been 
some man or woman who had sacrificed self 
for them—someone who had given that they 
might gain. What was true of personal life 
was also true of social life. Jf they read 
the story of the great reforms that had 
swept away evils from the earth, redeemed 
society and helped to make it something 
more like what God would have it to be the 
would see that they had begun with selt- 
sacrificing devotion of some man or woman 
toiling with unwearied patience in the face 
of danger and obloquy and difficulty to fulfil 
the mission which God gave. 

On Remembrance Sunday they reminded 
themselves that what was true in personal 
life and social life was also true in their 
national life. Their freedom to live their 
own life, to preserve their liberties, to 
develop their institutions, to worship God 
according to their consciences, and to enjoy 
the fruits of their labour had been won by 
the sacrifices of others. What they had won 
in the past it was their obligation to preserve 
in the present, and they could be defended 
only by the sacrifice of themselves in the 
present if they were to be passed on 
undiminished to their children in the future. 

On that Sunday they were thinking of a 
million splendid young lives given in sacrifice 
for their country—for the preservation of the 
liberty, the justice and those great traditions 
which they enjoyed and for which they stood. 
They had hoped that the Great War would 
end war and usher in an epoch of universal 
peace. That had not been so. They had 
twenty-one years of broken and uneasy peace 
and now they had war again. On that day it 
was not unnatural that they should ask 
themselves if the sacrifice of the Great War 
had all been in vain. 

“In the long run, and in spite of all ap- 
pearances, no sacrifice is ever in vain. The 
cause of peace may seem for a moment to 
have received a set-back, but beneath the

Mr. Breakey said that there were two 
essentials of a vital and progressive demo- 
cracy, and they must work to ensure them. 
For one thing democracy must be educated. 
If people were to be their own rulers must 
they not be trained and prepared? Had not 
the weakness of democracy been that people 
had been given the ballot without any care 
having been taken to discover if they had the 
most rudimentary ability to use it with dis- 
cretion’? It might be said that our people 
were educated; but education must continue 
beyond the school-leaving age. The attain- 
ment of educated democracy would involve 
effort and sacrifice, yet people to-day were 
found willing to make efforts and endure 
sacrifice for the defence of their democratic 
liberty when threatened. Great numbers of 
our people were devoting themselves for hours 
wer week to training in the L.S8.F. and 
A.R.P. 
All credit to them, but what they needed 
was a like efíort and sacrifice on behalf of 
democracy in time oí peace. Why should our 
young people not be prepared to study the 
composition of our social fabric, gain some 
knowledge of how to deal with the casualties 
of their social system as represented by the 
slum-dweller and the unemployed, and 
familiarise themselves with a few of the 
volumes written on international co-operation? 
Democracy must be Christianised. Educa- 
tion was not enough. In the last analysis a 
nation would stand or fall according to the 
quality of manhood found within it. Men 
and women must be made unselfish, com- 
sionate, brotherly and kind, otherwise 
he more clever they grew the more 
potentially dangerous they became. They 
believed that the only power that could affect 
that transformation was the power of the 
Christian faith.

Finally, it should be pointed out that by 
disregarding the advice as to site for hos- 
pital, tendered by the Committee in 1935, and 
which site, Blackditch. the Minister later 
sanctioned on June 8th, 1938, a definitely 
avoidable delay was incurred which, at a con- 
servative estimate, will add at least one- 
third, or about £100,000, to the cost of con- 
structing the hospital.

‘To them we send from the 
London our heartfelt promise that, amid all 
our burdens and anxieties, we are dorng. our 
best to aid them in their struggle, and that 
we will never cease to strike at the foul 
aggressor in ever-increasing strength from this 
time forth until the crimes -and treacheries 
which hang around the neck of Mussolint and 
disgrace the Italian name have been brought 
to condign and exemplary justice. ee 
“We have had to face great calamities, 
said the Premier, who spoke during an air 
raid ‘alert.’ We have come through the 
disasters. We have surmounted perils so far, 
but the fact remains that at the present time 
all we have got to show is survival and 
increasing stren 
win. The outside world, which a little while 
ago took only a modest view of our prospects, 
now believes that Britain will survive. 


THE OCEAN ROUTES 


‘In spite of all the blows they had endured 
and under all the burdens they bore, and 
amid so many Buy threats, we have not 
abandoned one jot oí any of our obligations 
of the undertakings towards the captive or 
enslaved countries of Europe or towards those 
countries who still act with us.” 

There was a hint of the Irish bases contro- 
versy when Mr. Churchill said, ‘‘The enemy 
is, naturally, doing his utmost to cut us off 
from these vital supplies, and, therefore, the 


maintenance by sea power of the ocean routes ' 


is an absolute necessity to our victory, and is 
of importance to all who need or who desire 
our victory.” 


NO DOUBT OF SUCCESS 


Congratulating Mr. Roosevelt on his 
election victory, “ the illustrious American 
statesman who has never failed to give us a 
helping hand,' Mr. Churchill also had a word 
for Mr. Willkie, whose promise on behalf of 
the Republican Party of aid to Britain had 
“deeply touched’ them. = 

The reason they did not take the initiative 
against the enemy was that their production 
in munitions was now only in the early part 
of its second year, but they were straining 
every nerve, and “I do not doubt we shall 
succeed.’’

To-day’s German war commumaqué claimed 
successes in air raids on land and sea objec- 
tives. 

“- Our bomber units continued by day and 
night their reprisal attacks on London. A 
number of important military objectives were 
hit,” it was stated. 

** In addition our bomber ’planes, often in 
daring low-flying attacks, plastered armament 
works and aerodromes with bombs, which 
caused violent explosions at several points. 
At other places communications were success- 
fully bombed, and railway traffic interfered 
with. On the south coast harbour installa- 
tions a troops’ camp and a power station 
were targets for our bombers. 

‘During the night besides London, 
Birmingham and Liverpool were again 
attacked, and fires caused at many points. 

“During attacks on shipping targets we 
succeeded in damaging with several heavy 
bombs a large merchant ship of approxi- 
mately 25,000 tons, 500 kilometres west of 
Ireland. East of Harwich a freighter of 5,000 
tons, sailing in a strongly-guarded convoy, 
received such severe hits that both of the 
ships’ sides were torn open. A German war- 
ship has sunk the British Submarine H 49. 

“The enemy undertook no flights into 
German territory. - An enemy fighter was 
shot down in an air battle. Two of our own 
‘planes are missing. 

‘* The dive-bomber squadron of Lieutenant 
Hagen has sunk 201,000 tons of enemy 
merchant shipping since the beginning of the 
war, and partly damaged 506,500 tons 
severely by fire.” 

[Note.—The loss of the Submarine H 49 
was announced by the British Admiralty on 
Saturday night.)

MEN AND WOMEN IN CITY 
DEMONSTRATION 


Three fires occurred in the Tara street 
headquarters of the Dublin Fire Brigade on 
Saturday afternoon. One was extinguished 
in 48 seconds, and the others in as many 
more as did not matter. What mattered 
more was that both were handled by women 
—members of the Women’s Section of the 
Auxiliary Fire Service—in the course of a 
display in which the new service worked 
beside the regular brigade. 

An Taoiseach, Mr. de Valera; Mr. Frank 
Aiken, Minister for the Co-Ordination of 
Defensive Measures; the Lord Mayor and the 
City Manager, and members of the Corpora- 
tion were present. 

Following the exhibition at Tara street, 
the services undertook a large-scale opera- 
tion on the South Quays, which provided 
hundreds of people with a fire thrill without 
the fire. On the assumption that a fire had 
broken out in a waterless district at the 
end of Green street, East, water was taken 
from the Liffey at Rogerson’s Quay, pumped 
along the quays to Benson street, where self- 
— pumps _ on the flow to two 

-gallon canvas dams in Green street. 
Thence it was pumped by large trailer pumps 
to four light trailer pumps, which delivered 
eight jets at over 40lb. pressure after the 
supply had travelled half-a-mile. An impres- 
Sive achievement in itself, but even more 
impressive were the speed and efficiency with 
which the preliminary hose-laying and pump 
connecting were carried out. '

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MR. ALAN McMULLEN 


It was with much regret that we announced 
the death on the 29th October of Mr. Alan 
McMullen. 

Mr. McMullen came to Dublin forty-five 
years ago as a Brewer in Guinness’s Brewery, 
where he remained until his retirement in 
1937, occupying the important post of Head 
Brewer from 1931. e was educated at 
Rugby, and gaining a Brackenbury Scholar- 
ship at Balliol he passed-on to that College, 
where, reading Natural Science, he was placed 
in the First lass in the Honours School 
of Chemistry. 

A man of outstanding ability, he was given 
by his Company an opportunity of further 
study among brewing experts in London, 
Berlin and Paris, and he played a leading 
part in every scientific development that has 
taken place in Guinness’s Brewery during his 
long servic. -He was a man of many 
interests, not only those connected with his 
work, such as farming and agriculture, but 
also such pursuits as yachting, shooting and 
fishing, and, especially in his later years, 
gardening, the grounds surrounding his house 
at Killiney bearing eloquent testimony to his 
skill. He was also an excellent Bridge player. 
He will be missed by a large circle of friends 
in Kildare Street and Royal St. George Yacht 
Clubs, and among the staff and employés in 
the brewery. 

Mr. McMullen was married twice, first to 
Mary Evelyn, daughter of the late Sir Walter 
Armstrong, by whom he had one son, Mr.
